This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1- 
6 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-6 have 
been cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 7-9 with the first formula in claim 7 are in condition for allowance, based 
on the Amendment to claim 7 in that both the fluorendiyi group and the Z' group are 
required with the condition that in at least one fluorendiyi group, at least one R is a 
monovalent or polyvalent crosslink forming group. 

The search is expanded to 13 non-elected species in claim 7. However, no prior 
art has been found. Claims 7-9 are allowed. 

Claims 10-15, embrace the crosslinkable oligomer or polymer of claim 7, will be 
rejoined and be allowed also. 

Therefore, claims 7-15 are allowed.
